FEWER FATALITIES IN NEW YORK 


During the first six months of 1924, with an increase of <i0,000 regis­ 
tered motor cars recorded, there were fewer casualties per car and fewer 
fatalities in New York City than for the previous six months’ period. Credit 
is largely due to the Bureau of Public Safety, ably directed by Special 
Deputy Poiiee Commissioner Barron Collier. 
On July I, 1924, there were 877,666 registered motor vehicles in New 
York while a year ago there were 317,362. 
Placed in a line, allowing 30 
feet to a car, the 377,666 cars would extend over 2145 miles. 
Commissioner Collier believes that authority for police regulation of 
pedestrians to compel them to cross streets at proper crossings and more 
severe penalties tor reckless driving are measures greatly needed. 


HOW TO STOP ACCIDENTS 


f"he National Automobile Chamber of Commerce, after an exhaustive 
analysis of motor vehicular accidents makes these recommendations: 
1. 
Thirty six per cent of fatalities reported in one month were chil­ 
dren. 
Adequate play grounds must be provided. 
If necessary, special 
streets can be reserved at play areas. Education, in crossing at cross walks, 
and observance of other traffic conditions included in the school courses. 
2. 
In most accidents motor vehicles strike pedestrians. 
Safety sones 
protect pedestrians and deprive the motorist of any excuse for carelessness. 
3. Buffalo has studied its flow of traffic, knows the time and causes of 
Us accidents, and applies remedies. 
All cities should approach the subject 
on this scientific basis.

You should not pass any vehicle

Italians Eat More, Drink More 
And Smoke More Than They 
•Ever Did Under Old 
Regime. 


Rome.—Italy eats* more, 
drinks 
more, and smokes three or four 
times as much as before the war. In 
the old days each Italian disposed of 
an average of 30 pounds fresh meat 
a year and eight of preserved meat; 
now the consumption is 48 and 40 
respectively. 
The use of s u g a r has 
risen from ll to 17 pounds a year 
per capita, while the consumption of 
coffee has nearly doubled. Where the 
average Italian drank 40 
litres 
of 
wine a year, he now consume* 500. 
There has been a heavy increase in 
the consumption of tobacco, as the 
average Italian used to spend nine 
lire every year on his smokes and 
now spends 69. 
Perhaps the greatest increase of 
all is in means of transport. 
Before 
the war the bicycles in Italy num­ 
bered 
1,200,000; now the country 
contains 2,300,000; motorcycles num­ 
bered 17,000; now there are 38,000; 
automobiles were 19,000 and now they 
number 54,000; 
public automobiles 
which were 
1,500 are now 7,000; 
there were only IOO motor launches 
and now there are 1,600. 
There is no doubt that whatever 
Italy has suffered through the war, 
the standard of living of her people 
has gone up refreshingly.
